Vn the reports of British Trade 
Commissiencis and Consular repre- 
sentatives abroad frequent refereuce 
is made to the obstinvte adherence of 
vmany British firms to business 
pmethods whirh inipose on them a 
heavy aud often fatal handicap in 
competing aguinst more euterp ising 
rivals, Striking examples ure quoted 
by Mr. JK. V. Dible, Acting British 
Consul-General at Algiers. 

It wust, he writes, be admitted that 
many British firms which proféss 
themselves to be anxious to increase 
their export trade continue to pay 
little or oo attention to the 
requirements of the local market. In 
the firat place, Algerian firms. still 
remember that before the war German 
exporting houses used to quote prices 
in Jocal currency and local [t1ruage 
and to include in their quotations the 
delivery of the goods at the door of 
the buyer. These methods were 
greatly apreciated, and were, 
successful, and they form a vivid! 
contrast to the following five examples 
which have been brought to notice by 
a local merchant : 

Monufacturert of beer offer their 
product in sterling, in pints, and f.0.b, 
at a British port. To establish a

ruins and restored again throngh 
the generosity of an anonymous 
lonor, the old Proteatant Church at 
Macao was re-dedicated by the Bishop 
of Victoria yesterday afternoon. 
Many people made the journey from 
Hongkong in order to se present at the 
interesting ceremony with the result 
that the buildiny was well filled. 

The new Church is oblong in shape, 
with no side chapel, and it is roofed in 
one span. There is a maif door at the 
Western end and a amall door north 
of tho altar for the use of the clergy. 
The winduws are framed in teakwood 
and the roof is of China fir pele, 
stained toa durk shade. At present 
the windows are of plain glass but 
there is a likelihood that a memorial 
window to Robert Morrison, the first 
missionary to China, will be presented 
to the Church by the London 
Missionary Society. The building is 
enriched by a marble tiled floor 
and is seated for 60, though 
100 can be accommodated when 
necessary, One central electric 
light chandelier and two wall 
brackets are fitted. The interior is 
colour washed in yellow ; the exterior 
is rough cast. A Crosi over the main 
entrance is the principal indication 
of the religious purpose of the buil- 
ding. Through the generosity of the 
anonymous donor of the balance of 
the building fund, a vestry, care- 
taker's building and store have been 
built near the side of the Church. At 
the same time the historic cemetery 
has been put in order. The cost of 
all the work carried through is about 
$8,000. The architects were Messrs. 
C. E. Warren & Co., Ltd. Mr. 
Warren, has presented on organ to 
the Church and made other gifts 

The historic importance of the oc- 
casion was marked by the attendance 
at the dedication ceromony of the 
Commander-in-Chief of the China 
Station, Vice-Admital Sir Alexander 
Duf, K.CB. The Vice-Admiral 
arrived on H M.S. “ Tarantula ” which 
was received with a salute from the 
Monte Fort, A guard of honow’ was 
provided of Portuguese East African 
troops.

Continuing, the Bishop said that, 
as they dedicated this restored CLucch, 
they thought of the orginal Churct, 
built on this site by the flcnouable 
Fast India Company, 100 years ago. 
The ruins of theCompany’s offices were 
just opposite the Church. It was 
impossible to obtain information as 
to the original foundation cf the 
structure, but the parcel of lund on 
which it was built, together with the 
cemetery attacled; was granted jo 
the Hononrable Bast India Company 
originally and later, was taken over 
by Her Britannic Majesty's Govern- 
ment, who held i until May 12, 1870, 
when it, was handed over tou Board 
of Trustees reprisenting different 


countries, - America, * Denmark, 
Germany, = Gicat Britain und 
Holland. Thirteen yeara later, 


Sir William Medhurst issued un 
appeal for the pres'tvation of the 
cemetery. Later, the Church again 
fell into disrepair and, in 1898, 
Archdeacon Burnett reclaimed the 
Church for the service of God, from 
being a firecracker store-house. 

To all, there wene 172 graves ia the 
Churchyard, aud on the Measenbarg 
Hill. In addition there were in the 
new cemetery, some 20 old yravea 
dating back ty the latter part. of the 
18th Century, These had been brought 
together from the various bills out- 
side the old walls. They came from 
different lands, froin Denmark and 
Norway, from Germany and France, 
from America and from Great 
Britain. The oldest known grave 
was that of Wilhelm Meabery, and 
went back to 1767, Meeeberg was 
buried on Messenberg Hill. The firat 
of which there was any record ag 
having been buried ia the cemetery 
adjoining th: (Church was Charles 
Pattle, who died in the year of Water- 
loo. Among the varliest was the wife 
of the great pioncer, Robert Morrigon, 
Mary Morrison, who, with her unborn 
child wos laid to rest on the “wpot 
where soon after her husband was 
also to be laid. When Morrison 
armived in China, Chinese were 
forbidden, undue pain of death, 
to teach foreigners their language. 
Yet > he persevered and after 
27 yeara he was instrumental in trans- 
lating the whole of the Old and New 
Testaments and in compiling the firet 
Chinese-English dictionary, the foun- 
tam from which all studente of 
Chinese had drawn since his time. 
When Morrigon died he had only six 
converts, But his faith bad been 
justified ; the little one has become a 
thoueand. ‘Tt is, 1 think, interest- 
ing,” remarked the Bishop, “that in 
the same week that I dedicate this 
Church I am‘also to deilicate tho 
Church of Our Saviour in Canton, the 
city where Morrison laboured, It is
